When the advance began into 
Pennsylvania, Stuart knew he 
was not to delay. But Maryland 
offered too rich a prize. He could 
not resist. He began a mad, joy- 
ous sort of foray to avenge 
Brandy station. 

His men have left us a good 
picture of him. He was “reck- 
less, merry, religious, theatri- 
cal.”” He seldom drank. 
prayed often. He liked a jest. 


He had a “wild, light charm.” | 


He wore a plume in his hat. 

His delight was to have his 
banjo player, Sweeney, come to 
his tent and play, ‘‘Jine the Cav- 
alry,”’ or “Sweet Eveline,’’ or the 
bawdy “Goober Peas.’ Stuart 
would join in the verses, roaring 
with laughter. 

When he could, he took with 
him his two favorite English set- 
ters. He loved dogs and children, 
and he was a devoted husband. 

The horsemen of the Virginia 
counties rode with him.

He was a cavalry genius... 
not as great as Nathan Bedford 
Forrest . . . not as thorough as 
Phil Sheridan, but a genius.

The investigation is going well. As So- 


licitor Webb said a day ago, the jury 
and his office are making “substantial 
progress.” 


No investigation of this kind can be 
done in a hurry, much as we desire it. 
The processes of our law are designedly 
slow. The American system is that a grand 
jury and a solicitor must be reasonably 
sure there are grounds for conviction be- 
fore an indictment can be returned. Un- 
less there are breaks in luck, examinations 
insvitably are tedious and often exhaust- 
ing. Cases must be built up brick-by- 
brick. as it were. Both the grand jury and 
solicitor, in any looking into the under- 
world, are deluged with rumors, would- 
be informers and with all the disgruntled 
who nurse a sense of injustice. They must 
sift this for evidence to go before juries. 

The solicitor and the grand jury are 
to be commended for keeping their heads 
and for continuing to make satisfactory 
progress in the public interest. 

In the beginning The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion called for vigorous action. We still 
do. But vigorous action is not always 
haste. It requires thoroughness and this 
we appear to be getting. 

There are many more witnesses to be

There may be other indictments.

Jamestown Seed Corn 
Grows Taller Each Day 


The three Sabre jets Monday made 
two passes over the scene and then set 
down at a base near Jamestown. 

They had left London seven hours and 
33 minutes before. Their names were 
Susan Constant, Discovery and Godspeed, 
Same as the three tiny ships which 
brought the first settlers to Jamestown 
350 years before. The original ships had 
taken a good five months. 

These three vessels had brought 105 
English settlers there. It was, for all the 
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Spanish efforts at settlements in Florida, 
the beginning of America. 

It is good to look back at our begin- 
hings. 

They were not all slick and smooth as 
the marble and _ bronze statues and 
plaques which commemorate them, Our 
beginnings were by people, not demigods. 

At Jamestown they died of fever, 
dysentery and the Indians. They were a 
helpless lot, being city people and not 
trained for the wilderness. They barely 
lasted it out. 

There was a second supply. It in- 
cluded eight Poles and Germans. They de- 
serted to the Indians. 

There was the first white wedding 
held on Virginia soil. They were not aris- 
tocrats. John Laydon, laborer, married 
Anne Burras, lady’s maid. 

Somehow, by 1619 a church was built 
of hewn timbers. And in July of that 
same year the first legislative assembly 
in America was held there—the first rep- 
resentative government. 

The seed corn had been planted. 

The settlement died finally but seed 
from it had been planted in many places. 
And out of them America was sprouting. 

So by faith we live on as a nation. 

The weak falter and die. The doubt- 
ers desert and turn back. Diseases 
come. Sorrows are many. There is much 
trouble. 

But always there are those who last it 
out ... always there is the sound seed 
corn. 

And so today we hail the James- 
town festival and the swift jets 
seven hours out of London... named 
after the tiny ships of 350 years ago. 

There is something of Jamestown in 
us all.

Roger Lawson Submits 


An Encouraging Report 


Roger Lawson, a state highway chair- 
man who moves professionally and with 
assurance, reports that two more sections 
of Atlanta’s expressway system will: be 
opened by midsummer and nine other ma- 
jor highway projects in the Atlanta area 
will be under way within 18 months. 

The section of expressway from 
Cheshire Bridge road to Clairmont road 
will be open June 1, The south leg from 
University avenue to Georgia-avenue will 
be open June 15. 

Nine other projects, which themselves 
will cost 90 to 100 million dollars, will 
be under way within 18 months. Lawson 
reported that total road work in Georgia 
during the next six months will total 
about 109 million dollars. The federal 
government will pay a large proportion 
of this cost. 

In Atlanta’s expressway system some 
65 miles of outer circumferential routes 
will be built and 50 miles of “spokes” in 
the interior circle. 

Citizens should note that the Atlanta 
Expressway is not a city project. Neither 
the mayor nor city council has charge of 
it. It is by and large a state-federal 
project with the city and Fulton County 
contributing what these agencies require 
in bond money. But all the planning and 
construction is state-federal. It is good to 
have Mr. Lawson around in charge of it.

Atlanta—There sure is some- 
thing rotten in the State of Geor- 
gia when a legitimate business has 
to fight competitors with ‘a pri- 
vately donated fund to a state of- 
ficial.

Georgia farmers must not be 
too dissatisfied, Doggett said, 
since they. participate in the soil 
hank more than the farmers of 
almost any other state. 

‘Just because my people par- 


ticipate in the program is no rea- | 


son for marking down their an- 
nual rent,’’ retorted the astounded 
Russell. “‘I do not see any reason

for paying less in Georgia because 
people there are educated to the 
pregram and are willing to par- 
ticipate in it!” 

The senator persisted in his de- 


mand for some valid reason for ‘ 


the discrimination against Georgia 
farmers. 

As Doggett squirmed under this 
attack, his boss, Asst. Secretary 
of Agriculture Marvin McLain, 
promised Russell that “in the 
light of your comment here, we 
will certainly review not only your 
particular state, but all the states 
to see if it can be improved.”

It used to be that people who worked on the 
newspapers got about three letters a week from 
disturbed and angry citizens who lived on lonely 


don’t care much for turtles and 
would rather not have them 
around but since he wants them, 
I raise no objection. Howevei, 
those turtles remind me of some 
people. When something unusual 
happens they draw into their 
shells and hide. Instead of facing 
the situation, they withdraw. They 
would solve all their problems by 
doing nothing. But a changing 
world and changes in our lives are 
never met by mere refusal to ad- 
mit that the change has come. 

When changes come some peo- 
pie steadfastly refuse to accept 
them and spend their time look- 
ing back to the old days and the 
old ways.

Last year 
nearly 30,000. people came to the 
Humane Society’s shelter out on 
Howell Mill road, either to bring 
pups and kittens they couldn't 
keep or to find a cute pet at a 
miniraum cost. 

The big trouble is there are just 
more thousands of unwanted ani- 
mals-in Atlanta than the society 
can care for. The dog house out 
at the shelter can’t take care of 
half the pups that people have to 
get rid of. The cat situation is 
worse. 

The society takes them all, of 
course. It puts up as many out for 
adoption as it possibly can. But 
thousands every year have to be 
put painlessly to sleep. There's 
no help for it. It's the most merci- 
ful thing to do; and if the society 
didn’t do this job every street and 
alley in the town would be popu- 
lated by hungry cats and starving, 
half-wild dogs would be roaming 
every neighborhood despite the elf- 
forts of the city dog catchers.

It’s Up to Congress 


W ASHINGTON—Interesting to watch from now 
on is where Congress puts its emphasis so far as 
legislation is concerned. Will it put human welfare ad 
first and give preference to the school construction bill

in a city this size,

the directors 
of the society this week are going 
to the public, asking for funds. 
They are selling ‘‘stock’’ in the 
society at a dollar a share. It is 
stock that gives the stockholder 
no voting rights, no property 
rights. It will pay no dividends, 
ever, except in the satisfaction of 
knowing that the dollar you spent 
will give some poor homeless mutt 
or alley cat, food, shelter and a 
chance to win his way into some- 
body’s heart and home before he 
has to be destroyed. 

One share—costing one dollar— 
will care for a dog for a week. 
Five shares will take care of him 
a month. A hundred shares will 
build pens and kennels that will 
shelter 10 animals. A_ thousand 
will provide an infirmary — five 
thousand will build a new kennel, 
a kitten house or an _ isolation 
ward for the sick ones. 

The society is trying to sell 50,- 
009 shares, That's $50,000. Not 
much to ask of a town as big 
as Atlanta, which has always sup- 
ported its human charities gen- 
erously, but somehow has never 
paid too much attention to the 
welfare of the dumb creatures— 
the dogs and cats that can't speak 
for themselves.

As of now, the school bill has a 
nead start as a result of approval 
of the $1,500,000,000 bill by the 
Huuse Education and Labor Com- 
nittee. 

The .new bill to exempt pro- 
ducers of natural gas from Fed- 
eral Power Commission regulation 
is currently the subject of public 
hearings by the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee, with ‘evi- 
dence .of powerful industry pres- 
sure behind it. 

Ordinarily, on the basis of past 
performance, the Natural Gas Bill 
would rule the favorite. 

A decade ago, in the Republican 
80th Congress, the late Robert A. 
Taft, then Republican Senate lead- 
er, got a bill through the Senate 
appropriating 300 million dollars 
annually to aid schools. 

That bill was buried in the House 
and never became law. The same 
fate was suffered by a similar 
bill passed by the Senate back in 
1951. 

That's as far as school bills ever 
got in the 10 years. 

During that same decade, how- 
ever, oil has done much better. 
Three times Congress passed the 
Tidelands Oil Bill giving control 
over oil-bearing marginal coastal 
lands to the states instead of to 
the federal government, where the 
Supreme Court decreed they be- 
longed. 


Twice the Congress’ passed a 


f 


natural gas bill similar to the one 
now pending. 

President Truman twice vetoed 
the Tidelands Oil Bill, but Presi- 
dent Eisenhower signed it into law 
as the first major piece of legisla- 
tion in his first administration. 

Likewise, President Truman ve- 
toed tHe natural gas bill on the 
ground it would rerhove necessary 
protection to the consumer and 
open the way for unjustified price 
increases. President Eisenhower 
agreed with the bill's principles, 
but when it was passed last year 
he vetoed it because of the “‘ar- 
rogant”’ lobby behind it. 


The lobby, active again, is al- 
ready fuming over the position 
taken this year by the Eisenhower 
administration. The administra- 
tion is insisting upon two amend- 
ments to the pending measure. 

One would continue FPC power 
to consider production costs in fix- 
ing prices, which is what the oil 
industry chiefly is interested in 
ending, The other would continue 
in the FPC the power to review 
price increases based on pricing 
clauses in existing contracts ~ in 
cases where those price increases 
were more than necessary to cover 
increased taxes. 


Failure of Congress to include 
the two amendments would give 
the President an excuse to veto 
the bill again.’

‘result that our losses were high.

Outside the military field, the 
President plugged hard for his 
proposed federal aid for school 
construction program, an always 
controversial item in 
danger of defeat this year be- 
cause of the economy drive. He 
argued the children must have 
the schools quickly at a cost of 
about $325,000,000 annually for a 
four-year period. 

‘T support this program whole- 
heartedly because it is a get-in- 
and-get-out emergency plan sole- 
ly to overcome a school room de- 
ficit created by depression and 
wars,” he continued. ‘‘We must 
not continue to penalize our chil- 
dren and, thereby, the future of 
our nation.’’ 

He sought to answer complaints 
of opponents of the school aid pro- 
gram. They have argued it might 
mean federal control of education

Schellbach said the currently bullish market 
activity indicated two important economic facts:

2 A reluctance on the part of the public to keep funds not 
immediately needed in the form of cash too long. 

He also believes investors are confident that business ‘‘won't 
get really bad this year,’’ and that common stocks are winning 
increasing acceptance because they give savers a hedge against 
long-term inflation trends. 

Three years ago, he noted, the first reliable survey of stock 
ownership in this country showed that more than eight million 
people held one or more shares. 

This number has now climbed to 9.5 million, he added. 

Though this is still a far cry from the dream of “‘making ev-

ery American a capitalist,” he said, the increase does show that 
the stock exchanges and brokerage firms have been doing an 
effective sales and promotion job.

in mind so far as long-term appreciation versus quick and more 

speculative profit possibilities is concerned. 

Then, he continued, a certain number begin acting on tips— 
be they ‘‘confidential’’ or in the form of market letters—lured on 
by “the greedy hopes” of making a killing overnight. 

Apparently, this approach does not last too long. 

For according to Schellbach, the number operating on the 
“‘speculative fringe’ of the stock market is remaining fairly | 
constant, with the great majority of investors ‘‘going along with | 
the old reliables.” |

U.S. Says 
Goods Rise 
Is Inflated 


WASHINGTON, May 14— The 
Commerce Department reported 
today that price inflation ac- 
counted for about two-thirds of the 
23,700,000,000 rise in the value of 
national output over the past year. 

Production of all goods and serv- 
ices—called “‘gross national prod- 
uct’”’” by economists—reached an 
annual rate of $427,100,000,000 in 
the first quarter of this year, the 
department said. 


“The increase over a year ago 
was 6 per cent in value, with 
roughly a third of the rise repre- 
senting a further advance in phys- 
ical volume,”’ the report said. 

It indicated, however, that price 
rises had less impact in the first 
quarter of this year. An 81'4-mil- 
lion-dollar increase in the rate of 
output was recorded between the 
final quarter of 1956 and the first 
quarter of 1957. Less than half this 
increase represented price boosts, 
the department said; most of it 
represented an actual gain in the 
physical volume of goods and serv- 
ices produced. 

Moreover, all of the production 
increase in January, February and 
March represented “final de- 


mand,” meaning that none of it 
was purchased simply to build up 
business inventories.
